breathing the fresh air will completely throw off the ill 
effects the school air and the strain the day. 

Quiet Manner, Firmness, Persistence, patience, ab- 
sence anger—all these are essential for the teacher who 
would gain perfect control over her class. Difficulty will 
avoided the teacher puts the command the 
form polite request which does not awaken resist- 
ance arouse anger. There need lack firmness 
this method approach. The teacher teach 
courtesy being courteous, and the conveying com- 
mands this way will furnish frequent and excellent 
opportunities cultivate this virtue.

TYPEWRITING AND SHORTHAND. 
SOME BUSINESS COURSE SUGGESTIONS. 


Parke Schock, Drexel Institute, Philadelphia. 


HERE are two distinct sides typewriting instruc- 
tion; one the technical, the other the educational. The 

technical side consists teaching the manipulation 
the keys and learning use intelligently all the me- 
chanical parts the typewriter instrument. The 
educational side consists cultivating the taste and train- 
ing the judgment the operator the arrangement 
all kinds matter typewritten. One purely 
mechanical process; the other, the exercise the mental 
faculties, especially the discriminative powers the mind. 
The one process results the making automaton, 
machine operating machine; the other produces in- 
telligent being with judgment trained the use the 
best forms, from the typewritng 
business letter the arrangement from the mass the 
most intricate tabular manuscript. 

Model Typewriting Course. 

Let venture the following ideal course type- 
writing: 

Mastery the keyboard through carefully graded, 
amply numerous and lengthy finder drills, which shall 
consist, first, the necessary instructions; second, 
example the work done; and, third, the words 
which the operator write. 

knowledge every part the machine and how use 
it. This education mechanism should run concurrently 
with the finger drills, each exercise bringing into play 
new device the machine. Students should obliged 
take the machine apart and together, far 
practicable, least twice during the course, and the train- 
ing furnished should fit them for this. 

The writing letters, business, professional and so- 
cial, first, the copying model forms, and then 
the arrangement, capitalization and punctuation the let- 
ter matter from the mass from intricate manuscript. 

model forms copied should provided, these 
followed, the case the letters, with unorganized 


masses data all kinds arranged and tabulated 
the learner. Every modern typewriting equipment must 
possess tabulator attachments for thorough teaching 
this grade. 

Exercises for the special training judgment, what 
would call distinctively educational the course, 
and the one given attention books generally. These 
exercises should representative all the lines the 
operator’s work. The following might mentioned: Le- 
gal papers, specifications, club constitutions and by-laws, 
notices, business cards, contents books, examples 
poetry and outlines topics. this grade the student 
must again required put into approved form exam- 
ples each kind work, the basis for his efforts being 
unformed matter. 

Speed exercises. These properly come last. With 
skill the use the machine and judgment the 
handling all kinds work, the operator sits before the 
typewriter, its master, and speed will result naturally 
dawn follows the night. 

profits the young man who can operate fifty 
words minute his product filled with errors omis- 
sion and commission? abomination his em- 
ployer and disgrace teacher. Far better that 
write thirty words minute and produce copy that not 
only acceptable, but that bears the marks accuracy 
manipulation and exercise taste and judgment 
arrangement that, while delighting the employer, will 
convince him that typewriting science, well 
art, and that his operator intelligent, highly trained 
human being and not automaton. 


Correlation Shorthand and Typewriting. 

The teaching shorthand and typewriting should pro- 
ceed independently each other until each subject has 
been fairly well mastered separate accomplishment. 
eight months’ course the teacher typewriting 
should left undsturbed for the first five months the 
development the typist. that time not word 
shorthand should transcribed his room. During the 
same period the shorthand instruction should run its 
own groove and should result the acquirement 
ability read with perfect smoothness. Thus the be- 
ginning the sixth month should have students who 
read shorthand fluently and who operate the typewriter 
with confidence and certainty. Now, for three months 
throw the subjects together; let transcribing 
writing the abstract share the time equally, and the 
best economy time and effort will result. other 
words, delaying transcription until the student has 
become good reader and god operator the same 
amount transcribing can done, and with increased 
ease, given time, could produced double the 
time before the student thoroughly ready. Here, 
seems me, the solution the whole problem. The 
way will open the largest measure success 
typewriting when accorded equal recognition with 
shorthand. this conceded the materials needed 
secure best results will come matter course.

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The Method Teaching Religion the Schools 


Very Rev. Thomas Shields, Washington, 


presentation Christian Doctrine must not only 
more attractive than the presentation any other 

subject the curriculum, but must such 
give the children realization the thought that God 
the center the universe, and that religious truths illum- 
ine and unify all the subjects taught the school. Re- 
ligion must touch and transform the child’s entire mental 
life; must reach his instincts, form his habits think- 
ing and guide his conduct all the situations life. 
fact, religious truths can not comprehended all un- 
less they are approached the right way, and this 
right way the Master Teacher must our guide. 
teaching the sublime truths religion always ap- 
pealed directly the instincts, the experience and 
the imagination His disciples, and through these means 
sought lead them into understanding the 
saving truths which announced them. Moreover, 
Christ did not tome among men deliver them 
body recondite truths carried memory load 
the multitude who are unable grasp their signifi- 
cance. proclaimed, indeed, the highest truths both 
the intellectual and the moral orders, but these truts were 
always eminently practical. They were intended mod- 
ify the conduct all who received them. fact, 
insisted that the truths which proclaimed could un- 
derstood those who reduced them 
Paul taught the same lesson the second chapter his 
Epistle the Romans: “For not the hearers the law 
are just before God, but the doers the law shall 
justified.” 

The church has never assented the Lutheran doctrine 
that faith without works justifies. She has always insisted 
that the truths which she the guardian should not 
only received her children, but that these truths 
should the norm the inward inspiration and the out- 
ward act every member the foid. 

Reasons for Outlining Methods. 

The sciences which deal with the phenomena life 
and mind have given the fundamental principles 
which govern the development the human mind the 
foundation principles our Lord’s method teaching, 
and these are the self-same principles that are most con- 
spicuously embodied the organic life the church. 
This, itself, would sufficient justification for our 
undertaking outline method teaching Christian 
Doctrine agreement with these principles; but there 
still more cogent reason for this undertaking. Those 
who teach religion our schools are called upon in- 
struct the children the same subject matter that Christ 
came earth teach the children men, and the prin- 
ciples underlying His method accomplishing this task 
should those governing the methods teaching the 
self-same truths the children our generation. 

The purpose teaching religion our schools not 
merely increase the pupil’s store information about 
God, about man, about subjects that are deemed im- 
portant the world adults and the life beyond the 
grave. Religion, value, must enter into the very 
depths life and affect all its ways. must consecrate 
human instincts and lift them into habits that will safe- 
guard the pathways peace. must shed its light 
every truth that claims admittance the mind. must 
color every feeling. must the inmost motive ev- 
ery action and the substance every aspiration. 

Where religion does mean this not blessing the 
individual nor the society which moves. prom- 
ises years contentment the parent and brings 
roken heart. stumbling block the unwise, 
cloak the hypocrite and thing scorn all honest 
minds. Christ cursed the barren fig tree and condemned 
the wicked servant who whapped his one talent 
napkin. Over and over again insisted that the re- 
ligion which taught should change the children men 
into the sons God, and that whenever failed bring 
about this transformation would call.down upon the 
delinquents, not blessings from the throne grace, but 
condemnation from the lips the Just Judge. 

Christ’s Method Teaching. 
Christ presented all His lessons that they might

The truths that are become vital 
the life the child must fill his senses and lay hold 
his imagination. This true measure even the 
most highly developed minds, but particularly true 
children. When the truths presented are such char- 
acter that they find few points contact with the 
content the child’s mind, they must presented 
concrete setting that will readily assimilate with the 
child’s experience. 

would difficult find truths that are themselves 
further removed from the experience childhood than 
those presented the first chapter the Gospel accord- 
ing St. John, and yet the child will gain such com- 
prehension them that they will grow and develop the 
mind matures they presented him some such 
setting that George Macdonald’s “Baby Rhyme.” 
But these germinal truths details are absent, and the 
setting such must disintegrated before the germ 
can unfold. “Amen, amen, say unto you, unless the 
grain wheat falling into the ground perish, itself re- 
maineth alone. But perish, bringeth forth much 
The setting will change time, the scaffolding 
will discarded, and, little the mind grows 
power, the truth will free itself from the concrete de- 
tails its setting and stand forth its true character 
abstract, spiritual, universal. 

The Psychological Sequence Should Followed. 

body truth such that which should taught

psychological sequence. should observed, however, 
that the child mind not logical, and that whenever 
follow the logical order presenting young children 
the great fundamental truths the Christian religion 
must make our minds rest content with mere mem- 
ory loads the result our labor.

Not what was first time nor 
what logically the basis the body truth im- 
parted, but what the child needs now for his unfolding 
mental life, and what can comprehend now the light 
food his growing mind. was child spoke 
became man put away the things 
child.’ 

While must begin presenting the young child 
the great fundamental truths religion form suited 
his capacity, must not content ourselves with this. 
grows from childhood into manhood under our 
guidance these self-same truths must presented him 
over and over again, and each repetition the setting 
and the manner presentation must suited the 
phase mental development which shall have attained. 
Mere repetition will not do. Each time the truth pre- 
sented must clothed new interest and put 
new setting. Mere expansion will not do, nor will the 
addition multitude details suffice. Definitions 
terms, fuller explanations, and more numerous 
tions, however suitable well chosen, are avail 
the matter shall have grown stale the mind the pupil. 


The Importance Repetition. 

Repetition necessary, indeed, but the goal our 
ambition anything better than the memorizing dry 
forms, the repetition must such found nature. 
The child may repeat, his own development, the life 
history his parents, but man may retrace his steps. 
two buttercups all the buttercup meadow are alike. 
Nature each time answers our foolish prayer for repeti- 
tion presenting with new and singular gift. 
repetition, indeed, but repetition with difference, 
which imparts new and enlarged interest. was this 
truth the lips our Savior that puzzled Nicodemus. 
“Amen, amen, say unto you, unless man born again 
can not see the kingdom God.” Nicodemus said 
Him: “How can man born again when old? 
Can enter second time into his mother’s womb and 
born again?”

character. Bishop Spalding calls character “educated 
will.” find better definition. Some one has said 
best gift oGd man.” But, properly speak- 
ing, gift? not rather the fruit our 
work? God endows with free will, that is, the power 
guide individual acts based certain underlying princi- 
ples; these acts become habitual and make character, 
and believe that the education children, especially 
the primary grades, the formation character should 
the first consideration. this end there should 
something more than general spirit piety our teach- 
ing. should teach our children build—build for 
eternity—and that should done very simply. Their 
building material must their daily little duties they 
present themselves. Slowly but steadily, rather yinsin- 
uation than compulsion, the edifice the child’s char- 
acter will progress. you will, you may teach the chil- 
dren how adjust the blocks, but each little one must 
its own builder, and the most effective help this form- 
ing the child’s moral nature will systematic, ener- 
getic, definite order. 

Other Essentials. 

Promptness and punctuality are order. 
must aid the children prompt, but not hurried the 
performance duty, and this must give them the 
example. Accept reasonable excuse, but insist punc- 
Whether for business pleasure, with teacher 
playmate, train them keep the appointment made for 
them themselves, since the habitual breaking 
one’s word has disastrous effect character. Train 
them simply what they not like do—that will 
give strength character structure times the 
thing they dislike their own free will. Tell them that 
when they are men and women they will compelled 
deny themselves; explain that now the time pre- 
pare; raise spirit generosity; awaken courage and 
the will will disciplined and strengthened the chil- 
dren learn self-restraint from worthy motives their 
little tasks. 

Emulation incentive progress, but often 
brings out the selfish tendencies nature the desire 
outshine others. There are children who, they can 
not first, will only last their classes—little tots 
who fall into fits despair praise bestowed an- 
other. Such characters must controlled with much ten- 
derness and patience, and learn that reasonable 
give place readily others, even struggles for honor.

THE TEACHING PHYSIOLOGY. 


The child entering school for the first time, having 
lived life more less boisterous freedom, comes 
under changed conditions. physical activities are 
being subdued, the intellectual awakened trained.

crowded, usually overcrowded, schoolrooms; poor venti- 
lation—alas, often none all; exposure infectious con- 
ditions from the bodies other children, all conspire 
injure the physical well-being the child. 


The study physiology the schools has come oc- 
cupy very important place the curriculum. Through 
the child gets his first knowledge the body, its 
structure and functions. The simplest rules personal 
hygiene must made the important part this study. 
The safeguarding the health the school child can 
accomplished only when there intelligent co-operation 
children, parents and the school authorities. ob- 
tain this co-operation there must some knowledge 
hygiene, and this possible only through the study 
physiology. 

This required study the schools many states. 
Unfortunately not very interesting study most 
children, least not made interesting. much 
time and space have given the evil effects al- 
cohol and tobacco that the child wonders what all 
about, and the end has little more than confused idea 
that physiology, alcohol and tobacco are some way 
closely allied. Yet physiology can made interesting 
well valuable the child. 


class forty boys, averaging years age, was 
having recitation the physiology digestion. The 
use hte teeth, mouth, saliva and gastric juice was con- 
sidered and the answers given showed the results good 
teaching, but when the exercise was over there was left 
the feeling incomplteness. What had the boys gained 
that was useful? Some knowledge the processes 
digestion. But how were they make use this 
knowledge? far was general knowledge only. 
Could any part made personal? Why, yes, the 
part the teeth play the process digestion might 
made personal. Questions were then asked concerning 
the value the teeth. What would happen there were 
too few teeth, none all? What caused loss 
teeth? What were the evil results rotten teeth? The 
boys were éager answer these questions, edged out 
seats, waved hands frantically, scowled wrong answers, 
and when called upon answer stood erect the desk 
and proudly gave what they considered correct answers. 
the final question, “How many you boys have 
cleaned your teeth this morning?” there was but one re- 
sponse. boy class forty had cleaned his teeth 
that morning. The other boys sat dejectedly their 
seats, ashamed. Further questioning showed that more 
than one-half these boys made use the tooth- 
brush all, the others only occasionally. 


the study physiology were made more personal 
its application; less attention were given the evils 
alcohol and tobacco, which children use not all, and 
the time thus spent were given the study personal 
hygiene made simple and attractive, interest physical 
development and the care the body for the joys 
would bring would take the place the present apathy 
fear irrelevant evils.

CONSTRUCTION WORK FOR INTER- 
MEDIATE GRADES

HOW MAKE POSTAL CARD CASE 


Materials needed are two pieces strawboard 
inches, piece bogus paper inches; another 
one inches, four pieces inches square, and 
two pieces narrow tape, each inches long, rule, 
pencil, scissors and paste. 

Arrange the pieces strawboard upon the largest 
piece bogus paper that they are inches apart, 
and equally distant from the edges (Sketch 1.) (See 


note bottom page.) Test position with rule, 
and trace around each piece strawboard. Using 
rule and pencil, continue the outer edges the 
oblongs the outer edges the paper (Sketch 
1), and cut out the corners. Paste the cardboard 
place. Turn opposite side up, and press out the air 
bubbles and wrinkles rolling pencii over the spaces 
occupied the cardboard. Return first position. 
Paste margins and place. Fold the corners 
and diagonally and paste (Sketch 2). Paste and 
place. 

Fold over one half inch one edge each the 
small square pieces paper (Sketch 3). Cover the 
folded half inch each square with paste, and place 
position, two the top and two the bottom the 


case, leaving margin about one-fourth inch 
top, bottom and outer edges (Sketch 4). Paste only 
the folded half inch. Open these flaps Sketch 
Paste one end seven inch piece narrow tape 
the middle each side. Paste the inch piece 
bogus paper over the inside the case, placing 
equal distances from the edges (Sketch 6). Rub smooth, 
being careful press the space between the cardboards 
smooth. Place under weight. 

The case should not closed until dry, and when 
closed, the back should not creased, but allowed 


round slightly like the back book (Sketch 7). The 
back may made stronger pasting strip muslin

over the space between the strawboards before the lining 
pasted place. Put the postalsin place inside the two 


covers, fold the flaps over them, tie, and the case may 
stood end shelf with other books.

SOME ESSENTIALS FOR THE CORRECT 
INTERPRETATION 
MATERIAL—PART III. 

Mitchell, State Normal, Oshkosh, Wis. 


The facilities for internal transportation very im- 
portant factor the geography any country, but the 
child too frequently learns the fact, and lacking the ap- 
perceptive mass for its correct interpretation permits 
pass from his memory. The effort put forth the 
mastery the facts lost and neither nor society 
receives any benefit for the labor expended. seems 
that the ideas presented geography should have some 
consciousness that seem the pupil useful. 
The boy knows that will grow into man, and given 
ideas that men ought have will hold them 
with great tenacity. 

The boy grow into citizenship, not stature, 
but intelligence, comprehension, understanding, 
and each succeeding year should find him more nearly 
ready grapple with problems that men. 
Transportation one these problems, and the gen- 
eral ignorance displayed the masses handling this 
problem shows how great the teachers geography 
have failed their work. 

not the purpose here crititise but merely call 
attention the fact and make suggestions order that 
the pupil may leave school with fuller understanding 
some the great problems that vitally concern 
potent factor. 

The pupil learns from the text that Germany has 
34,000 miles railways and nearly 8,000 miles canals 
and navigable rivers. looks upon these facts 
merely concerning Germany and soon dismisses them 
from his mind. sees connection between these 
facts and his own welfare, nor does lesson 
that will value him when assumes the du- 
ties and responsibilities citizenship. 

There nothing wrong with the facts but the pupil 
lacks the necessary knowlege which must have be- 
fore can see any very great amount meaning 
them. The purpose the recitation something more 
than quiz the pupil the lesson assigned. There 
should place somewhere the recitation which 
the teacher could impart knowledge her pupils. 

preparation for studying the special facilities for 
transportation any country, the teacher might use one 
two recitations, which she would lead the child 
see the various and varied elements that enter into 
cost any article commerce. After these elements 
have been determined, they should separated into 
two classes: 

Those that increase the cost and the same time 
increase the value. For example, sawing log into 
lumber. While costs money saw log into lumber, 
the log the form lumber more value than the 

log. 

Those that will increase the cost without in- 
creasing the value. this class will found the item 
transportation. For example, car load lumber 
Washington costs $200.00 and costs $262.00 ship 
this lumber from Washington Oshkosh. When 
reaches Oshkosh more usuable shape than 
when left Washington but costs $262.00 more. This 
dead expense and must shared everyone con- 


nected with the production consumption articles 
the manufacture which this lumber used. 

Having worked out these two points, the teacher 
should lead the pupils see that: 

The lower the price commodity the more 
that commodity will used. Any pupil would read- 
ily see that milk was sold two cents per quart, 
there would much more milk consumed. 

lower price the consumer causes greater 
consumption the article, more labor and capital will 
required produce it. 

more labor required, and more capital re- 
quired, the price labor will increased, and the 
profits from invested capital greater. 

labor and capital receive larger returns, the 
standard living will raised. 

connection with this last point, the teacher with 
her pupils might discuss this question: Suppose that the 
means transportation could perfected that the 
railroad company could afford haul this car load 
lumber from Washington Oshkosh for $100.00, who 
would benefited the saving? 

the discussion this question, the pupils should 
led see: 


That decreasing the cost the raw material, sash, 
doors and blinds would cheaper. 

That being cheaper more would used. 

That this increased use would require more labor 
and capital supply the demand. 

That this increased demand for labor would raise 
wages, and the increased demand for capital would in- 
crease the profits the manufacturer. 

That the increased demand for sash, doors and 
blinds would increase the value lumber Wash- 
ington. 

That the increased demand for lumber and lumber 
products would increase the amount transportation, 
and this turn would require more labor and more 
capital. 

That the greater the demand for labor, the great 
will the returns for labor, and the greater the re- 
turns for labor, the higher the standard living. 

That the value all property will increased 
that will able produce more lower cost.

needs impressed the minds the pupils, and 
that that matter how desirable low rates trans- 
portation may be, the rate should never made 
low that the transportation company can not make 
fair profit the capital actually invested. 

After the pupil has mastered the foregoing propo- 
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sitions, not yet ready take the topic trans- 
portation Germany.

begins understand the meaning the Suez 
canal, the Panama canal, the Kiel canal. begins 
understand how that Germany has been able 
more than double her commerce during the past twenty 
years. 

All these problems worked out the boy, man grown, 
will have body knowledge that will make him 
useful, intelligent citizen far the problem trans- 
portation concerned. 

not even necessary that the child should have 
all these ideas perfectly developed. idea must grow 
and for idea grow, two things are required— 
first must planted, and second, must have time. 
the idea firmly implanted the mind the boy, 
sees the problem, time and reflection will bring 
about the solution.

THE TEACHER’S EQUIPMENT 


The teacher primary reading must able analyze 
the spoken word into its separate sounds and skillful 
giving each sound correctly and distinctly. Much 
work phonics proves ineffective because the teacher 
fails make each elementary sound correct and clear- 
cut. When the sound given guh, duh, 
tuh, um, ul, the time spent phonics 
practically wasted, and the teacher might well return 
the old alphabetic method and give 
phonics. 

Those who have not had early training phonics can 
teach themselves the aid Webster’s International 
Dictionary. the front part this book one can find 
under the Guide Pronunciation very helpful suggestions 
regard how each consonant and vowel sound 
made. One must gain clear idea just what 
meant the terms sonant and surd. Suppose are 
learning give correctly the sound Webster says 
labio-dental fricative element,the sonant correlative 
the surd The sound made with the lower lip 
placed firmly against the tips the front teeth. Vocal- 
ized breath forced between the lip and the teeth causes 
them vibrate and thus produce the sound. Similar 
vibrations made breath with lip and teeth 
held the same position will give the sound Hence 
and are called cognates because they are kindred 
birth. Take now word having initial sound, 
vim. Pronounce the word with vigor several times, 
making especial effort give the initial sound dis- 
tinctly. Start pronounce the word again and stop 
before the part reached. See that the sound 
clear-cut and practice giving this sound until can 
given with ease and accuracy. The other sonants and 
surds given Webster’s table consonant sounds may 
mentioned the same way the teacher, and prac- 
tice for few minutes each day will soon bring skill 
giving these sounds correctly and smoothly. 


DRILL PHONICS 

The teacher may follow the same plan teaching the 
elementary sounds, but the terms used the dictionary 
should omitted and the child simply taught give 
the sounds correctly and associate each elementary 
sound with its letter symbol. Brief daily exercises should 
given phonics, but these drills and the work the 
mastery new words should precede the reading lesson 
else made separate lesson.

introducing the short vowels. The sounds more com- 
monly used should taught first, and each new sound 
and symbol should well mastered before another new 
one introduced. The card games and the other devices 
for drill with words that were suggested previous 
article will tend relieve the needed drill much 
monotony. Make these drills frequent and short, varied 
and lively, thus fixing indelibly the sound and its letter 
symbol.

However, much time 
saved the mastery words leading the children 
look for these word analogies and make them in- 
struments self-help; but best all, such teaching 
cultivating the children the habit looking for like- 
nesses.

FIFTH GRADE 

Here the work the four lower grades has been well 
done, the teacher can, figuratively speaking, begin 
sit back and enjoy the fruits her labor. 

Nearly everything the child needs know about music 
has already been taught, and now practice what 
knows until expert its use. should sing 
only one and two part exercises this grade. The 
are seldom developed enough sing three parts, 
unless they are equal, the usual lowest part too low 
safe. Occasionally fifth grade will found with 
enowgh low voices carry the third part, but not often. 

Still use the board and paper exercise the lower 
grades. Practice the chromatics that appear the les- 
son the paper first, necessary, tho the children 
know the rule about chromatics given the last chap- 
ter they should need little drill them. 

Find those that are not sure their intervals and 
let them have the individual practice while you write the 
notes the board and while the pupils are writing 
the paper. course should unnecessary re- 
mark that teachers should able tell whether the 
tones are right not, but find many teachers able 
give the tones correctly themselves who cannot rec- 
ognize them when sung the pupils. One cannot 
practice this alone. The teacher must get some one 
sing her till she can recognize the tones. 

other paper work any kind. waste 
time when have but twenty minutes day. 
had three hours day for music might well 
use some few the numberless music paper stunts that 
are rampant, but haven’t the three hours. might 
well the pupil were able write all the scales, both 
major and minor, all the keys, but fail see where 
will help him reading music. gave years 
ago and find the time spent far better advantage 
plain singing. take advice and spend more 
time with paper and pencil than ‘have outlined the 
previous chapters. Give some, otherwise sane, supervis- 
ors smart and willing class, supplied with ruled paper, 
and they can think more things waste time with 
than even the ear trainers and rhythm fiends. 

One minute day enough. Just enough refresh 
his eye the positions the notes the key 
use. 

Sing all the songs until they can sung with taste 
and expression but not spend too much time polish- 
ing them. song cannot sung the fourth fifth 
time with the proper expression too hard for the 
grade. Too ‘hard songs exercises make poor and slow 
readers they have over the same thing too 
many times for have any reading value. de- 
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generates into memory work. This true general but 
well course have good hard song once 
occasionally. 

The ideal toward which are all striving have 
the songs sung sight with proper taste and feeling. 
This course ideal but haven’t given the hope, 
that sometimes course will arise made beauti- 
ful, singable songs that the pupils can read they 
stories and get the meaning one reading. Then they 
will learning reading and music the same time. 

Let them, course, sing the songs they like oftener, 
but beware spending too much the music period 
that way. They may well learn musical singing 
new songs old and the reading will not suffer. Also 
beware how you tell them sing softly here and loudly 
there. should never done unless the reason 
very plainly understood. The reason may found 
the words the music the song (usually the words) 
and the reason must very plain the pupil the 
expression will not the expression the pupil but 
will parrot like reflection the teacher and there- 
fore valueless educational result. Expression must 
come from the pupil. 

the work has been good the lower grades the 
individual work will well and easily done. Every 
pupil will able and glad sing alone. All the ad- 
vance work this grade should done individually. 


this way all become more expert readers. 

have said before, doubt any real learning 
read done chorus until the pupil ready reader 
individually. Some few the room where there 
individual work done will learn read, but they will 
the leaders and will really have been singing alone 
all the time the rest merely followed them. Half the 
time this grade should spent individual work. 
too much time devoted individual work will 
kill the chorus singing. That art that requires 
practice and must not neglected. and half 
good proportion. sure there time wasted 
the individual work. Let one standing wait while 
one singing. Where there are two parts, double it, 
and let two and sing while two wait. This makes 
the work fast. Let the weaker ones have 
more chances than the strong ones. The thing are 
after the ability read individually concert. When 
that acquired there real use having the 
child sing alone. Let the time taken those that 
need it. 

See that all learn sing the under part alone 
poor singer that can sing but one part, well 
poor fiddle with but one string. See that none leave 
this grade who cannot read readily. This their last 
chance, very likely, their voices will not pli- 
able next year and they will the awkward squad 
stay they miss getting this time. 

Preserve the same light, fluty, quality tone this 
grade they had the fourth. Some voices will get- 
ting heavy and coarse and the upper tones will 
getting hard others. Let these sit the middle row 
and sing the lower part whenever there one. 

Waste time vocal exercises. All that work can 
done while they are singing and much precious time 
saved. 

voice sounds perfectly clear the upper tones, 
but with this clearness has sharp, metallic sound, put 
the lower part for awhile. will sound better 
few weeks, then can back singing both 
parts the tone kept soft. Clearness tone does 
not always indicate ease production some the 
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clearest tones are very badly produced. With the clear- 
ness tone there must always the easy, loose, sound 
that only comes from loose throat. This tone once 
heard and recognized very easy remember, and 
should listened for continually every teacher. 

Look the outside the child’s throat and that 
puckers have him sing only where unpuckers. This 
strained look may come from too loud tone too 
low high pitch. See that there none 
your room. The boys are far more prone this than 
the girls. They yell more out doors and are apt 
want the same the singing lesson. 

Put your musical ones the back seats the same 
other grades. This very important and shouid 
done every music See that all those the 
rear seats can also carry the alto correctly. This will 
cause rearranging the seating will very likely 
happen that child, who can read well alone, will have 
very hard time singing the lower part. This having 


‘the altos across the room the rear seats insures 


good lower part whichever side carrying the alto. 
The rest will learn carry hearing correctly 
done. All two part work should deferred the fifth 
grade with possibly little the fourth. certainly 
waste time the second and third. 

There should need rote work this grade. 
Their reading ability should have overtaken their taste 
this time. hasn’t they better get down and 
bone reading till has.

Taking home, 
For the crown won, 
Alleluia, 
For evermore.” 


Section 3—The soul Gerontius converses with its 
guardian angel. 
Gerontius asks two questions: 


“What lets (prevents) now from going Lord?” 


and 
“Why have fear meeting Him?” 


The angel’s answers form two the most fascinating 
passages the poem. the first question replies 
that the immaterial world time measured the liv- 
ing thought alone; the second replies that was 
because Gerontius feared life, that longer fears 
after death. consoling presentiment salvation re- 
lieves the soul from the fear meeting its Judge. 

Section 4—The soul holds further converse with its 
angelic guardian. 

The soul hears, but does not see, the demons whose 
fruitless mocking and jibes remind one the ravings 
infidels life. The angel explains why these demons are 
impotent the soul saved; why they are feared 
life, because the weakness human flesh; and how the 
“pure and upright soul,” even life, can triumph over 
them. explains how that the disembodied soul 
can not see: 


disembodied soul, thou hast right, 
converse with aught else beside thyself; 
But, lest stern solitude should load 
And being, mercy are vouchsafed 
Some lower measures perception.” 
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“So will be, until the joyous 
resurrection, when thou wilt regain 
All thou hast lost, new-made and glorified.” 


“Meanwhile let suffice thee possess 

Such means converse are granted thee, 
Though, till that Beatific Vision thou art blind; 
For e’en thy purgatory, which comes like fire, 
fire without its light.” 


Section 5—In the house judgment. 

The soul hears the three choirs angelicals singing 
their canticles praise. The angel tells that the house 


“Of holy, blessed, immortal beings, 
Who hymn their Maker’s praise continually.” 


The angel thén describes the contending emotions that 
will agitate the soul when comes face face with its 
Creator and Judge—love, yearning, pity, remorse: 


“The longing for Him, when thou seest Him not, 
The shame self thought seeing Him— 
Will thy veriest, sharpest purgatory.” 


They gain the stairs the presence chamber and hear 
the voices the angels the sacred stair, “who hymn 
the incarnate God.” The fourth choir angelicals tell 
the weakness and fall man. 

They reach the threshold, and the fifth choir angeli- 
cals chant the story the redemption.

God and the angel the agony.

Lone the garden shade bedewed with blood.”

The eager spirit has darted from hold, 
And, with the intemperate energy love 
Flies the dear feet Emmanuel;

An interesting, and in many respects very 
remarkable, ecclesiastical court has been hold_ 
ing weekly sessions at the residence of Car- 
dinal Gibbons, acting under special instruc- 
tions directly issued by the Congregation of 
Rites at Rome. The members of this court 
are Very Rev. E. R. Dyer, Rev. Dr. Peter 
Tarro, Rev. Dr. C. F. Thomas, as judges;

When the New York public schools opened 
this fall there were 640,000 pupils present, 
an increase of 24,500 over the opening num- 
ber last year, a great number indeed, for 
New York has many children her pub- 
lic schools as Colorado has persons, and has 
the largest school system in the world; 50,- 
000 of these students on the opening day 
could not be accommodated, and they had to 
enrolled ‘‘part time’’ students; that 
is, they are given three hours of instruction 
a day instead of five. Eight new buildings 
and eleven additions, which provided for 
26,000 pupils, had just been opened, but they 
could not satisfy the conditions. It may be 
imagined, then, that expensive running 
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than $26,000,000 annually goes for teachers, 
$1,000,000 for supplies, $502,000 for fuel, 
about $2,000,000 for repairs, and more than 
$1,500,000 for salaries janitors. all,
